1  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh  for  the  year  195% 

The  health  of  the  Borough  has,  on  the  whole,  again  remained  satisfactory  through  the 
year.  The  population  continued  its  downward  trend  which  has  been  evident  since  195%  the 
mid-year  estimate  being  47,30%  The  birth  rate  was  l%9  Per  thousand,  and  the  Infant 
mortality  rate  at  1 7  *  I  romains  considerably  below  the  national  figure  (22. 0),  The  death 
rate  increased  to  l£>.4  per  thousand. 

In  common  with  other  neighbouring  centres  of  population,  sonnei  dysentry  became  almost 
endemic,  the  smoulderings  bursting  out  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  Many  cases  must  have 
occurred  without  knowledge  of  the  department. 

It  I3  now  ten  years  since  the  last  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified,  a  wonderful  result 
of  the  immunisation  drive  of  succeeding  years. 

The  Corporation’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  continued  steadily  in  accordance  with  the 
five  year  scheme. 

Much  thought  ha3  been  given  to  the  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  by  the 
Introduction  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  only  staffing  difficulties  prevented  the  start  of 
a  preliminary  survey. 

I  welcome  thi3  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  all  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Department,  and  to  the  Members  of 
the  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  ever-ready  help  and  co-operation.

The  advent  of  the  five-day  week  has  had  many  unexpected  results,  one  of  which  has  been 
a  renewal  of  interest  in  angling;  this  has  in  turn  created  a  demand  for  a  suitable  bait 
during  the  Coarse  Fishing  Season.  In  order  to  meet  this  demand  there  are  now  five  maggot 
breeding  establishments  in  the  Borough,  where  breeding  takes  place  under  very  strictly 
controlled  conditions,  although  from  time  to  time  complaints  of  obnoxious  odour  are  received. 
The  cause  of  the  complaint  is  invariably  due  to  the  condition  known  as  'temperature  inversion', 
being  a  result  of  a  lack  of  air  movement  upwards,  particularly  in  the  evening  after  a  warm  day 
when  the  gases  are  trapped  below  a  ceiling  of  cool  air  and  so  not  permitted  to  disperse 
normally.  The  fact  that  these  establishments  are  under  supervision  of  the  department  makes 
it  preferable  that  this  class  of  business  should  be  so  established,  rather  than  having  the 
promiscuous  breeding  of  maggots  in,  perhaps,  hundreds  of  backyards  throughout  the  town  and 
under  conditions  which  could  not  be  controlled.

SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS 


In  January  this  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  In  Circular  5/59 » 
requested  Councils  in  black  areas  to  consider  their  domestic  smoke  problem  as  a  whole  (if 
they  had  not  already  done  so)  and  decide  on  the  smoke  control  orders  that  were  needed,  in 
what  order  of  priority  they  should  be  made,  and  how  many  years  it  would  take  to  finish  the 
job,  and  that  they  should  then  prepare  a  phased  programme  for  establishing  smoke  control 
areas  over  the  next  five  years. 

Leigh  being  in  black  area,  a  phased  programme  was  submitted  to,  and  approved  by,  the 
Health  Committee.  The  Target  Year  for  completion  of  the  programme  is  1971  >  anc*  the  five- 
year  programme  submitted  is  given  hereunder:-

Few  observations  have  been  made  this  year  on  factory  chimneys.  Of  the  59  made, 
only  2  were  in  excess  of  the  statutory  permitted  period  and  after  consultations  with 
the  management  in  each  case  improvement  resulted. 

This  is  the  first  full  year  in  which  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations 
have  been  in  operation.  Offences  under  these  Regulations  are  classified  as:- 

1.  Emission  of  dark  smoke  from  any  chimney  longer  than  10  minutes 
in  the  aggregate  in  any  period  of  8  hours,  or,  if  soot  blowing 
is  carried  out  during  the  period,  14  minutes. 

These  periods  are  extended  where  a  chimney  serves  more  than  one 
furnace  by x  — 

18  -  25  minutes  in  the  case  of  2  furnaces

(The  two  furnace  tubes  of  a  Lancashire  boiler  would  be 
classified  as  a  single  furnace), 

2.  The  continuous  emission  of  dark  smoke,  caused  otherwise  than  by  soot 
blowing,  for  a  period  exceeding  4  qinutcs. 

3.  The  emission  of  black  smoke  for  more  than  2  minutes  in  the  aggregate 
in  any  period  of  3^  minutes.

Two  types  of  grant  are  now  available  with  the  advent  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act,  1959*  when  the  Standard  Grant  was  introduced.  The  conditions  applicable  to  these  grants 
are  as  follows:- 

(a)  Standard  Grants  are  available  towards  the  cost  of  improving  a  house  which  lacks  certain 
standard  amenities,  such  as  a  bath,  w0c.  or  hot  water  system.  They  are  specially 
intended  to  help  the  modernisation  of  houses  which  can  be  equipped  with  these  amenities 
without  the  necessity  for  structural  additions  involving  much  new  building  work.  These 
standard  grants  are  a  new  form  of  Improvement  grant  which  can  be  claimed  as  of  right: 
the  grant  cannot  be  refused,  provided  the  conditions  of  payment  are  satisfied, 

(b)  Discretionary  Grants  are  payable  for  a  wider  range  and  more  extensive  forms  of  Improvement, 
Including  the  conversion  or  adaptation  of  larger  houses  and  other  buildings.  But  payment 
of  these  grants  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  local  council.
